T h e fecond amendment wa* to Alike out 
the lo th feftion of the bill, by w hich it wa* 
enabled, that tile Conful or A g en t of the 
U nited States, (hall be allowed a (alary of 
3000 dollars, and be redrilled from trade, 
lee. 
M r. O t i s moved that the Iloufe concur. 
Mr. C h a m p l i n hoped not— and proceed­ 
ed to give his redout, by Bating that great 
complaint* had been made of the conduct o f

A g e n t at H ifp a n io h * * -----------that ii 
had been iniinuated 
he haa entered into 
trade with the planter* o f that Bland, previ­ 
ous to public notice having been given ti at 
tile trade was opened, and had monopolized 
a large portion of the produce, previous to 
the American merchants having an oppor-^ 
tunity of becoming purchafers— M L C . ai­

J t ) House óf Representatives of 
the United States of América^ in Congress 
asscmèledi That ail commercial intercourfe 
between any perfon or perfons refidcnt with­ 
in the United States, or under their pro­ 
tection, and any perfon or perfons refident 
within the territories of the French Repub­ 
lic, or any of the dependencies thereof, (hall 
be, and from and after the fécond day of 
March next, is hereby prohibited and far­ 
ther fufpended, excepting only in the cafcs 
herein after provided. 
And any fliip or vef- 
fel, owned, hired or employed by any perfon 
or perfons refident withiw the United States 
or any citizen or citi2ens thereof refident 
el few here, and failing therefrom after that 
day, which contrary to the intent hereof;,

150 mil­ 
lions of land, which whenever money maybe 
fufficiently plenty, will command a ready 
fale, either for ready cafh, or in exchange for 
certificates of the public debt, at enhanced 
puces.
